I. Claims 1-7 drawn to a process of improving the effectiveness of an enzyme in an 
animal feed, classified in Class 435, subclass 188, for example. 

II. Claims 8-9 drawn to an animal feed supplement comprised of an enzyme source and a 
surfactant, classified in Class 424, subclass 94.1, for example. 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, such as by mixing a 
lecithin containing feed material such as full fat soybeans, full fat rapeseed or soybean oil with a 
suitable lipase and/or cellulase. 

The inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. They have 
acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive effect and require 
independent searches (as indicated by the different classification). The search for each of the 
above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the literature search. Further, a 
reference which would anticipate the invention of Group I would not necessarily anticipate or 
make obvious the any of the other groups. 

For these reasons restriction for examination purposes is proper.
